rado 3, Ulinois 22, Indiana 15, Iowa 13, 
Kansas 9, Maine 6, Massachusetts 14, 
Michigan 13, Minnesota 7, New York 
36, Nebraska 5, Nevada 3, New Hamp- 
shire 4, Ohio 23, Oregon 3, Pennsylvania 
30, Rhode Island 4, Vermont 4, Wis- 
consin 11, West Virginia 6, total 239. 


Mr. Cleveland carried these states and 
their votes:

WASHINGTON, NOV. 9.—It is believed 
by well informed politicians here that 
General Harrison's private 
secretary 
will be D. S. Alexander, at present a 
resident of Buffalo, New York. Mr. 
Alexander is about forty-two years of 
age, a native of Maine, and a graduate 
of Bowdoin college. He served as a 
soldier in the late war, and subsequent- 
ly removed to Indiana. 
He was for 
some years the Indianapolis coiTespond- 
ent of the old Cincinnati Gazette, which 
position he filled in connection mth his 
local duties. 
Through the influence of 
General Harrison, and other Indiana 
friends, Mr. Alexander received the ap- 
pointment of fifth auditor of t easury 
department under President Gai-field. 
When the democrats obtained control he 
removed from Washington to Buffalo, 
about three years ago, where he engaged 
in the practice of law. The office of pri- 
vate secretary of the president, should 
Mr. Alexander accept it, will be digni- 
fied to an importance little inferior to 
that of a cabinet minister.
